Claims 35-37 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second 
paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to particularly 
point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

There is insufficient structure to manufacture a 
complete operable bow: It is not clear if there is anything 
besides the anchor cable mounted to the axle pin of the 
first bow limb; it is not clear where the other ends of the 
first and second cable sections are mounted.
